Menlo Park Experimenters Make 


‘Space’ in Crowded Classrooms 


STANFORD—A look at almost 
any classroom with its rows of 
close-spaced desks shows that 
schools are getting maximum use 
out of their floor space. 

And there’s a limit to what ceil- 
ings are good for. 

But wall space is another story. 
Its potential has been very large- 


ly neglected or inefficiently used 


and a team of Stanford School of 
Education Researchers recently 
set about to remedy this. 

They found an answer in the 
application of peg-board panels, a 
hard board perforated with even- 
ly-spaced holes for the support 
of hooks and other types of metal 
fixtures. 

What the Stanford School Plan- 
ning Laboratory men have done 
is devise hundreds of ways for us- 
ing peg-board panels in teaching 
situations from kindergarten 
through junior college.

Woodside Council Passes Law 
On Signs, Reads New Ordinances 


The wheels of Woodside city 
government rolled ever more 
smoothly last Thursday night at 
the Woodside Town Council’s 
third official meeting, held in the 
multi-purpose room of Woodside 
School. 

In one emergency ordinance 
passed unanimously by council 
members early in the meeting, re- 
gulation of erection and mainten- 
ance of signs in the new munici- 
pality was ordered effective ‘im- 
mediately. 

In commenting on posting of 
the new ordinances, Mayor Wil- 
liam Lowe said that copies of 
ordinances had disappeared 
from their place: at Demma’s 
grocery and that the city would 
appreciate their return by the 
“someone” who had probably 
wanted to take them home to 
read them. 

Three more ordinances were 
read, as requested by San Mateo 
County Sheriff Earl B. Whitmore 
in the Dec. 6 work session be- 
tween Woodside council mem- 
bers *and county officials. These 
included copies of county laws re- 
lating to intoxication in public 
places and vehicles, the conduct 
of minors on streets and in public 
places, and discharge and posses- 
sion of firearms. 

Sheriff Whitemore was formal- 
ly appointed Police Chief, effect- 
ive last Friday, at no salary. 

Councilmen also voted authori- 
ty for execution of a lease to ex- 
tend from the first of next month 
to May 31, 1959 on office space 
for city use in Woodside’s Fron- 
tier building. 

At the recommendation of Town 
Treasurer Richard E. Wedekind, 
the council agreed that the Wood- 
side road branch of the Wells 
Farge Bank be its choice for city 
services and the issuance of ne- 
cessary warrants. Wedekind sug- 
gested that the in lieu motor ve- 
hicle tax’ of $2700 due the new 
town might be received in time 
to avoid issuance of any warrants. 

Mayor Lowe recommended and 
eouneil members agreed to take 
membership in the League of Cal- 
ifornia Cities at a cost of $200

New Woodside City Clerk Mrs.

Denial was made af- 
ter a report from Councilman 
Donald Graham that his commit- 
tee considered the distance be- 
tween the proposed Huebsch barn 
and existing buildings on neigh- 
boring property too great to justi- 
fy the request. Huebsch had cited 
the conformity with existing barns 
as his reason for the varignce. 

Huebsch was _ philosophical 
about the council’s refusal. 
“We can always use the con- 
crete slab to roller skate on,” 
he. said. 

In a brief rundown on the coun- 
cil’s meeting with county officials 
Mayor Lowe said that health and 
welfare services will be continued 
by the county ,that Woodside will 
review traffic and sign ordinanc- 
es, and that the county will check 
subdivision building requests, 
taking 90 per cent of the fees, the 
balance to go to Woodside. 

The County Engineers’ office 
will inspect new streets on author- 
ization from the council, keeping 
the fees, and will continue pre- 
sent street maintenance, he said. 
Woodside will designate major 
city streets so that gas tax funds 
can be apportioned.

Your City’s Business: = 
Bohannon Annexation 
May Prove Tax Boon 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
City Councilman, Menlo Park 


With proceedings now intiated 
for the annexation of the 164-acre 
Bohannon property easterly of 
the Bayshore Highway to the 
city of Menlo Park, our city gov- 
ernment must become informed 
on the nature, problems and pur- 
poses of industry. 

We must strive in every way to 
assist our industrial development 
to be successful. We must provide 
protective zoning to retain the 
high quality that the development 
has thus far established. 

We must provide _ services 
which will further the efficiency 
of the industrial operations, 
and assist in attracting addi- 
tional plants to the area. 


It was with onsiderable inter- 
est, then, that yesterday I re- 
ceived a copy of the proceedings 
of a conference on ‘Local Govern- 
ment and Industrial Development” 
which was held in Berkeley a few 
months ago. The conference was 
sponsored by the California Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of 
Planners, the Berkeley Chamber 
of Commerce, the California Real 
Estates Association, the County 
Supervisors Association, the 
League of California Cities, the 
San Francisco Bay Area Council, 
and the City Planning Department 
of the University of California. 

One of the five major topics 

discussed «was the relative tax 
value of industrial property as 
compared with residential. 
David E. Porter, industrial agent 
for the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, made the’ statement that 
research by his department in- 
dicated that in general ‘an acre 
of property turned to industrial 
use will produce on the tax roll 
four times the value that a simi- 
lar acre devoted to residential 
development will produce.” 


If we were to apply this formula 
to the recent annexation, we 
would expect the 164 acres to pro- 
duce as much as 656 acres (or 
about one square mile) of resi- 
dential.: . 

As the area of our city is about 
3.6 square miles, primarily resi- 
dential, it would be reasonable 
to expect about a 25 per cent in-

Such a percentage of our pres- 
ent valuation of $304 million 
would be about $7% million. 
Uultiraate annexation of Bohan- 
non lands westerly of Bayshore, 
which has been indicated, would 
boost the potential addition by a 
considerable amount. 

Cost of serving the area may 
be expected to be substantial, but 
not. nearly so much as for a resi- 
dential development of equal size. 

While industrial eas re- 
quire police protection, street 
maintenance, traffic control, 
and sewer service in same or 
increased measure as residential 
-districts, the need for such 
services as parks and play- 
grounds, libraries, schools and 
the like, is measured basically 
in terms of resident population. 

I have frequently pointed out 
in connectior with industrial de- 
velopment that the residential de- 
velopment that comes with it is 
of such a character that it fre- 
quently offsets the tax roll ad- 
vantages of the industry itself. 

Cases in point are South San 
Francisco and Redwood City, 
where the assessed valuation per 
pupil in public schools is far be- 
low that of Menlo Park. 

In our case, however, only a 
minor frontage of the industrial 
property is contiguous to our city 
limits, and the portion of our city 
within a mile or more: of this 
property is practically built up in 
full. Therefore, I cannot see how 
there can be any adverse effect 
taxwise. 

The high quality of the pro 
posed development, the restric- 
tions against objectionable noise, 
odor, etc., and the elevated South- 
ern Pacific right-of-way lying be- 
tween our present city himits and 
the industrial lands, all protect 
our adjoining residential areas 
areas from detrimental influences.

Garbage Rafes Here Due fo Rise 
As ‘Fill and Cover’ Dump Seen 


Garbage collection rates in the 
Menlo Park area are probably 
destined to go up some time dur- 
ing the next several months, 
whether or not this area joins a 
proposed South San Mateo Coun- 
ty refuse disposal district. 

This was revealed Tuesday by 
City Manager C. L. Longson, who 
told councilmen that the proposed 
district, designed to serve cities 
south of Belmont, will have to 
charge scavengers a premium 
rate for using a proposed fill-and- 
cover dump opposite the north- 
east end of Marsh road. 

On the other hand, he said, 
the San Mateo County Scaven- 
ger Co., which currently serves 
this area, is planning to estab- 
lish its own fill-and-cover oper- 
ation on land it owns in the 
tideland east of Belmont. 

The scavenger company now 
burns most of the refuse it col- 
lects; a fill-and-cover operation 
would be more’ expensive and 
would logically be reflected in 
higher rates, Longson reported. 
He added that, even if the gar- 
bagemen use the proposed marsh 
road dump, they’ll have to pass 
the premium rate along to cus- 
tomers.
